EXPLAINING HAIL AND SNOW 


Why One It Hard and th* Other Soft 


la a Slmpl* Matter to th* 


Meteorologist. 


Hava you erer wondered why It 


ehould hall Instead of snow? If you 
could examine the snowflake and a 
hailstone side by side, you would find 
• clue to the answer. In the case of 
the snowflake the water has turned 
into a number of tiny crystals, while 
the hailstone Is nothing mure than a 
ball of Ice. The snnw has been formed 
from water vapor, the hailstone is Just 
frozen rain. 


Meteorologists explain that In the 


upper nlr there Is a huge quantity of 
vater vapor floating about in the form 
of a colorless gas, nnd so long as the 
air does .not become colder the* water 
.will stay as a vapor. 


Air at a certain temperature can 


hold a certain amount of water In it in 
the form of water vapor. If the air 
becomes wanner it can hold more va- 
pnr, and If It becomes colder it cannot j 
hold so much. 


So, if the air, holding all the vapor 


It can, suddenly becomes colder, some 
of the water vapor in it has to be 
squeezed out in the form of drops of 
water. These fall to earth as rain. 


If, when these drops of water have 


been squeezed out, there is a sudden 
rush of wind upward, the raindrops 
will be blown up \vith it Into the higher 
regions where it Is colder and the drops 
nre frozen ami form hailstrmes, which, 
directly the upward wind stops, fnll.

If the air charged with water vapor 
falls to a temperature below zero, the 
water vapor •will be squeezed out, nut 
as wntcr. but ns ire. bemuse the air is 
below frfezhis pnint.

Surprising Evolution in Method of 


Fighting. 


ONCE LANDLORDS Of THE WEST 


Arrows— rifles—aults-at-law. 
This has been the somewhat 


prising course of evolution in the 
weapons with which the Sloui Indians 
hare arrayed themselves against the 
whites, points out a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C., headquarters of the 
National Geographic society, in regard 
to the tribes which have just brought 
court action against the Federal gov- 
ernment for hundreds of millions of 
dollars, claimed to be due them in 
payment for their "old homestead." 


"It is probable that the Sioux would 


win easily in a vote to determine 
which Indian tribe is most widely 
known," says the bulletin. "With the 
possible exception of the much less 


' generally known OJIbwa, it Is the larg- 
est tribe of American Indians north 
of Mexico. 


"But this has not been the only 


factor In making us familiar with the 
Sioux. The Sioux of today are plains 
Indians; and although our great-great- 
grandfathers knew the forest Indians 
of the East all too well, it is the ex- 
ploits of the tribes from whom the 
West has hardly been won that lie 
freshest in the memory of the living 
generations. 
The main body of the 


Sioux, too, lay in the northern prairie 


! regions across which led the route 


I of the greatest westward trek of the 


I pioneers, whether they were bound to 


I the soil of Iowa or far beyond to 
| Oregon and California. 


"Finally the unforgettable names 


and tire dramatic Incidents that the 
history of tho Sioux has yielded, are 
sufficient alone to give them a prom- 
inent place whenever Indians are the 
subject of thought. Red Cloud, Crazy 
Horse, Rain-in-the-Faoe, and the re- 
doubtable Sitting Bull, were Sioux. 
The Sioux have had a greater hand 
at furnishing our best known peo- 
grnphlc names than any other division 
of Indians. 'Dakota.' 'Minnesota,' 'Ne- 
braska,' 'Omeha,1 'Arlcansa,' 'Kansa.' 
'Iowa.' and 'Missouri.' are a few ex- 
amples, most of them the names of, 
Biouan subtrlbes. 


Call Themselves "Dakotaa." 


"A number of students of the Amer- 


ican Indian agree that the stock orig- 
inated in tbe forest region uear the 
Atlantic coast. 


"The Sioux call themselves 'Dako- 


tas.' 
'Sioux' Is a contraction of n 


French corruption of an Ojibwa word 
meaning 'little snakes' or 'enemi»s.' 
Until 
comparatively 
recently 
Jie 


Sloui have been consistent enemies of 
the new Americans. 


"By the first great treaty between 


the United States and the Sioux, made 
In 1S26 at Prairie du Chien, Wiscon- 
sin, the territory of the Sloui was 
defined as lying mainly to the west of 
the Mississippi river, and Including a 
tremendous area covering roughly one- 
half of the present Minnesota, two- 
thirds of the Dakotas and consider- 
able portions of the present states of 
Wisconsin, Iowa, Missouri and Wy- 
oming. 


"In 1S37 came the first big sale of 


territory by the Sioux when they 
disposed of all claims to territory east 
of the Mississippi. In 1851 they sold 
the greater part of their holdings in 
Minnesota. Delay on the part of the 
government in carrying xout its part 
of the agreement aroused discontent 
among the Indians and in 1857 they 
massacred settlers near the Minne- 
sota-Iowa border. This was followed 
In 18C2 by the terrible Minnesota 
massacre In which nearly 1,000 set- 
tlers lost their lives. As a result of 
this uprising the Sioux: were driven 
out of Minnesota and pushed farther 
west. For the next six years they were 
continually on tbe war path. 


"A period of peace followed the 


treaty of 1S6S which was unbroken 
until white miners, attracted by the 
discovery of gold, invaded the Black 
Hills In the seventies. 
Efforts to in- 


duce the Sioux to go on reservations 
were resisted by Sitting Bull who, 
with thousands of followers, trekked 
farther westward. In 1870 his band 
surrounded Ouster's command of sev- 
eral hundred United States cavalry- 
men on the Little Big Horn and mas- 
sacred them. Sitting Bull escaped to 
Canada and soon after this all Sioux 
of the United States were living on 
their great reservation embracing all 
of South Dakota west of the Missouri 
river as well as areas in adjoining 
states. 


Reservations Reduced. 


"The history of the Sioux iron that 


time onward has recorded the .educ- 
tion of their reservations. In 1SSO a 
treaty was made reducing the great 
reservation by one-half, and dividing 
what remained Into five smaller res- 
ervations. 
Sitting Bull was pardoned, 


returned to the United States and re- 
sumed life with his people on a res- 
ervation; but in 1S90-91 he took part 
In disturbances of a semi-religlou* na- 
ture and while resisting arrest was 
killed by a peace officer. 
On this 


occasion a different sort .of massacre 
took place, the victims being about j 
300 Sioux. 


"Since the outbreak of 1880-91 the 


Sioux have not again resorted to- •> 
rows or tomahawks or rifles in their 
contest* T»lth white men. 
But that 


they mean to keep up the fight with 
the more peaceful weapons of drill* 
cation Is shown by their ta&aad **• a 
day la court."

lent to that nf the eastern I'ulteU 
States from northern Massachusetts 
—down the Atlantic, around Kluridu 
and to Mobile.

670,000 square miles. 


Since Queensland is loeatcd In tho 


southern hemisphere, its lint regions 
are to the north, Its cooler regions to 
the south.

Florida, 


though Cape York is much ringer tif 
the equator.

State's population of abnut three-quar- 
ters of a million—approximately that 
of Oregon—is almost wholly of British 
origin. 


The development of the tropical por- 


tions of Queensland has been slower 
than that of similar regions In 'other 
parts of the world because of the de- 
termination of the citizens of the state 
and of the entire commonwealth to 
maintain a "white Australia." 
The 


black and yellow races have been ex- 
cluded In recent years. Not more than 
20,000 of the black aborigines reniuln 
In the state, and they are steadily de- 
creasing in numbers. 


To help the development toward a 


"white Australia" the federal govern- 
ment grants a bounty on sugar-cane 
raised by whlto labor, and a sufficient
